Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2-17 and 20-24 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 (all other claims dependent), there is no prior art of record that teaches all the 
limitations of claim 1, particularly the combination of (A) a light-blocking shield layer 
disposed above the TFT at a position between the data line and pixel electrode; the light 
blocking shield having a fixed potential and being electrically connected to the fixed 
potential-side capacitor electrode of the capacitor (B) the light blocking layer comprising 
an aluminum upper layer and TiN lower layer (C) the light-blocking shield having two 
edges running substantially in parallel with each other, one edge including an indented 
portion that recedes inward (D) first relay layer connecting pixel electrode and light 
shield formed in the same layer as the light shield (E) second relay layer formed in a 
different layer above the substrate than the light-blocking layer connected to a pixel 
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potential side capacitor electrode and (F) the second relay layer covering the indented 
portion of the light blocking layer in plan view to provide a light shield at the indented 
portion. The prior art of record teaches various limitations of A-F separately however 
that alone is not enough to render the specific combination of A-F obvious.
